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#» Half of these workers lived in Rockingham
County in 2000. Another one-third lived in
Merrimack County.

- Massachusetts’s residents accounted for nearly
all of the out of state residents who commuted to
Hillsborough County for work in both 1990 and
2000.

Means of Transportation
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#» The number of Hillsborough County residents
who drove themselves to work increased nearly
17 percent from 1990 to 2000.

The number of Hillsborough County residents
who who carpooled to work decreased

11.4 percent over the decade. Statewide, the
number decreased by 10.2 percent.

Travel Time to Work (minutes)
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The number of Hillsborough County residents
who travelled more than 20 minutes to work
increased 24 percent from 1990 to 2000 while the
number who travelled fewer than 20 minutes
remained the same.

Hillsborough County residents travelled, on

average, three minutes longer to work in 2000 than
in 1990.
